THE INSURANCE MEDICAL SERVICE 
WEEK BY WEEK 


National Association of Insurance Committees 


From the agenda and the annual report of the Executive 
Council to be presented at the annual meeting of the 
National Association of Insurance Committees, to be 
held in Scarborough on October 4th, 5th, and 6th, we 
select the following items as being of some interest to 
jusurance practitioners. 


Assignments by Practitioners 


The following notice of motion has been sent up by the 
London Insurance Committee: 


That this association is of opinion that the National Health 
Insurance Act, 1924, should be amended to provide that every 
assignment of or charge on any sum payable by an Insurance 
Committee to a medical practitioner in respect of medical 
benefit shall be void except for such purposes as may be 
agrecd between the accredited representatives of the medical 
profession and the Minister of Health. 


Some Recommendations of the Executive Council 


(a) That this association reaffirms its opinion that the 
National Health Insurance Act, 1924, should be amended so 
as to bring within its scope all children as soon as they leave 
school and enter into insurable employment. 

(b) That this association considers it desirable that massage 
and electrical and other forms of physical treatment should be 
provided, under medical supervision, as adjuncts to the 
medical treatment of insured persons. 

(c) That this association is of opinion that the Terms of 
Service for Insurance Practitioners relating to the arrange- 
ments for the transfer of a practice on retirement should be 
amended by the insertion of the proposed new Clause 4 (1A), 
as follows. ‘‘ Notwithstanding the provisions of Clause 11, 
a practitioner who has given notice of his intention to with- 
draw his name from the medical list shall not absent himself 
from his practice from the date of such notice to the date of 
the removal of his name from the medical list without the 
consent of the committee, which consent shall not be withheld 
except after consultation with the Panel Committee. If a 
practitioner absents himself without such consent, the com- 
mittee shall not be required to state in the notice to insured 
persons on his list the name and address of his successor in 
the practice.’’ 

This question and the allied question relating to the 
mortgaging of practices, which have been under con- 
sideration for some time past, will be dealt with fully in 
a separate note at an early date, the question in all its 
bearings being immediately under examination by the 
Insurance Acts Committee. 


Term of Office of Members of Insurance Committees 


The council of the National Association of Insurance 
Committees reports that a letter was received from the 
Ministry of Health, dated April 17th, stating that it was 
proposed to issue an amending regulation extending the 
term of office of the present members of Insurance Com- 
mittees for a period of three years from November Ist, 
1934, and asking whether the association desired to offer 
any comments on the matter. The council, in view of 
consents already given by other representative bodies who 


had been consulted by the Ministry, acquiesced in the 
proposal, and amending regulations were made to extend 
the term of office of the present members to October 31st, 
1937. 


Scottish Association of Insurance Committees 


From the report of the Executive Committee, to be 
presented at the annual meeting of the Scottish Associa- 
tion of Insurance Committees at Stranraer on September 
28th and 29th, we make the fellowing extracts: 


Medical Records for School Children 


At the Aberdeen Conference the following two resolutions 
were remitted to the Executive Committee for consideration: 
(1) ‘‘ That, with a view to furthering the efficiency of the 
medical service under the National Insurance Acts, the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland be requested to make provision 
for school medical records, or copies thereof, being made 
available through Insurance Committees to insurance practi- 
tioners on the scholars becoming insured persons.’’ (2) ‘‘ That 
it be remitted to the Executive Committee to consider the 
linking-up of school medical records with the medical benefit 
of new entrants into national health insurance, and to submit 
to the Department of Health for Scotland that such linking-u 
is desirable.’’ They also received from Mr. T. S. Haran, drk 
to the Index Clearance Committee, a short memorandum out- 
lining the procedure which might be adopted if the proposals 
were favourably regarded by the Department. There is sub- 
stantial agreement that the medical records for the insured, if 
properly kept, should be of real service to the practitioners 
responsible for later treatment. The ideal would be that from 
birth there should be available a medical record which, while 
omitting the unessential, would contain all necessary data with 
regard to the medical history of the individual. At the 
present time records are kept by local authorities, school 
medical service, and insurance doctors, but there is no possi- 
bility of co-ordination under the present system. The diffi- 
culty is further accentuated by the gap of two years between 
the age of leaving school and the age of entering into 
insurance. Clearly there should be some method whereby the 
insurance practitioner could have at his disposal the health 
history of his patients. The Department has indicated that 
this matter is a question which should properly be considered 
by the Committee on Scottish Health Services, and that it 
will bring the views of the association to the notice of that 
committee. The Executive Committee will support this in 
the evidence they propose to submit to that committee. 


Morbidity Statistics 

In their last report the Executive Committee directed the 
attention of the association to the certification statistics now 
issued annually by the Department of Health to committees. 
The association will recollect that at the conference last year 
the following resolution was remitted to the committee for 
consideration: ‘‘ That the Department of Health for Scotland 
be requested to issue to Insurance Committees statistics rela- 
tive to certification by insurance practitioners at quarterly 
intervals instead of annually as at present.’’ 

On the Department being consulted the Executive Com- 
mittee were advised that for various reasons—for example, 
the misleading nature of rates and averages based on smail 
numbers, the introduction of seasonal variation which made 
the periods non-comparable, and certain practical obstacles 
in the way of presenting an accurate record—the issue of 
certification statistics at quarterly intervals was considered 
inexpedient. The Department were further of opinion that 
experience had confirmed the view that it is inadvisable to 
compile these statistics at more frequent intervals than once 
per annum. 

Varicus meetings have been held with the Department in 
order to consider the procedure which might properly be 
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adopted by committees in any investigation into certification. 
At the request of the Department a joint committee, contain- 
ing representatives of the Department, the British Medical 
Association, and this association had meetings, and the matter 
has received very careful consideration. It was agreed to 
approve a proposal that the regional medical officers should 
meet individual practitioners and privately discuss with them 
any difficulties they had with regard to certification. The 
joint committee have agreed that so far as_ practicable 
disciplinary action should only be contemplated after educa- 
tive eflort has clearly failed. A suggestion made, but not 
yet disposed of, was to the effect that disciplinary action 
with regard to laxity in certification should be dealt with on 
similar lines to that of extravagant prescribing. There is 
some uneasiness with regard to this proposal, for admittedly 
many Panel Committees neglect or ignore these very impor- 
tant, but perhaps disagreeable, duties. Tie matter is still 
under discussion, 

Some objection has been raised to the issue of certification 
statistics to committees, as it is alleged that in certain cases 
unnecessary publicity was given by committees to the details. 
It is admitted that as all statistics are subject to explanation 
and correction that it would be highly improper to permit the 
details contained in these reports to be issued to the public, 
and accordingly the Department suggested that they might 
meantime withhold the issue of statistics to committees. To 
this the Executive Committee could not agree, being of opinion 
that the information contained should be available in the 
offices of the committee. To meet the difficulty the Executive 
Committee were willing to undertake that the statistics them- 
-selves would not be submitted publicly at meetings of the 
committees. Intimation has now been received from the 
Department that after full consideration it has been decided 
not to resume the issue of the statistics to committees. 


Scrutiny of Prescribing 


Your committee are well aware that, more especially in the. 


smaller areas, the members of Panel Committees have found 
it a difficult and delicate matter to make that full inquiry 
into excessive prescribing which Medical Benetit Regulations 
demand. Your Executive Committee do not subscribe to the 
view that the occurrence of no surcharges in an area points 
necessarily to inactivity or to inefficient activity on the part 
of those responsible. Certain areas are known to your com- 
mittee where the continuous work of Panel Committees has 
had such a restraining effect upon extravagance in prescribing 
that, quite properly, the need for surcharge has meantime dis- 
appeared. Your Executive Committee strongly recommend 
that Insurance Committees should now call for information as 
to the activities of their Panel Committees in this matter of 
excessive prescribing, both with regard to the year 1932 and 
with regard to the year 1933. If Insurance Committees, on 
such information being furnished, are satisfied that the 
activities of their Panel Committees have been adequate, your 
Executive Committee will be glad to hear of such result. If, 
on the other hand, Insurance Committees have reason to be 
dissatisfied with the activities of their Panel Committees it is 
their duty to take action under the Article quoted above, and 
the Executive Committee recommend accordingly. 


Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


DERBYSHTRE BRANCH: Buxton Division 
A meeting of the Buxton Division was held at Buxton on 
September 11th, when twelve members and seven guests, 
including a number of masseuses, were present. 

Mr. H. Osmonp CLARKE gave a lecture-demonstration on 
‘“The Treatment of Fractures in General Practice.’’ Mr. 
Clarke confined his remarks to fractures involving the wrist, 
the elbow, and the ankle. The thanks of the meeting for an 
extremely comprehensive and instructive address were con- 
veyed to Mr. Clarke by Dr. J. A. Henpry and Miss DurRRAnNT. 


Kenya Brancn: Mompasa Division 
A meeting of the Mombasa Division was held at Mombasa on 


July 30th, when Dr. W. WILKINSON was in the chair. 


Treatment of Malaria 
Dr. P. Ross read a paper on ‘‘ The Treatment of Malaria.’’ 
Ile reviewed the various methods of treatment advocated 
during the past thirty years. At the Laveran jubilee meeting 
at Nairobi in 1930 it was evident that widely different views 


were held in East Africa on the dosage and method of 
administering quinine in a simple attack of fever. Dr. Ross 
then referred to the third general report of the Malaria 
Commission of the League of Nations (Therapeutics of 
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Malaria), and the striking conclusions therein. The Commis. 
sion was of opinion that no known drug given in safe doses 
could act as a ‘‘ true causal prophylactic ’’—that is, destroy 
the infecting organisms before they could cause symptoms, 
Plasmoquine could do this only when given in doses too near 
the toxic dose to be of general value. Quinine was sti] 
the best drug to use as a “‘ clinical prophylactic ’’—that is, to 
suppress symptoms of infection. Atebrin did this, but a dis- 
advantage was the yellow discoloration of the skin caused by 
prolonged dosage. In treatment of attacks curative doses 
of quinine should not be continued longer than seven days, 
Large doses were no more effective than moderate doses, and 
were harmful by preventing the patient’s natural resistance 
from coming into play. Atebrin was considered superior to 
quinine in the treatment of subtertian malaria. In benign 
tertian and quartan, atebrin and quinine were about equally 
effective. The Commission deprecated the combination of 
quinine and the new remedies in treating a given attack, 
Plasmoquine should not be given in the early stages, but 
should be reserved for after-treatment gametocyte 
therapy ’’). The difficulties of treatment of relapses were 
discussed. 

Dr. Ross particularly noted the variation in virulence of 
different geographical strains of the same morphological 
species of parasite. He believed that the prevalent strain 
of subtertian parasite in Mombasa was comparatively non- 
virulent. In his experience treatment with quinine, 20 to 
30 grains daily for five to seven days, was sufficient to 
““cure’’ the attack. Relapses, in his opinion, were only 
about 2 per cent. He remarked on the loose way in which 
the new drugs were being employed, and suggested that 
atebrin alone should be given more trial. 

Several members took part in the subsequent discussion, 
Dr. S. D. Karve stated that he had obtained good results 
from small doses of quinine. Dr. Wr_kinson said he was 
doubtful whether quinine had not a direct effect on the 
parasites, and cited the rapid improvement seen in pernicious 
cases after injection. A vote of thanks was accorded Dr. Ross 
for his address. - 

The honorary secretary was requested to make inquiries 
as to the possibility of an inter-territorial meeting being held 
at Mombasa at the invitation of the Division.

HOSPITAL OR HOME? 


Sir,—At the Annual Conference of Hospital Contribu- 
tory Associations, held at Bristol last week, Dr. Peter 
Macdonald is reported to have said: 


““With regard to the future his view was that the supply 
of hospital beds in this country was not adequate to the 
demand. It certainly would become inadequate to the 
demand when people had been trained in the hospital habit. 
The place to be ill was the hospital and not the home. 
A hospital was equipped to deal with sick people. The home 
was not built for that purpose.”’ 


My subcommittee have discussed this statement, and 
regard it as having grave significance. The British 
Medical Association has defined its attitude towards 
hospitals in its Hospital Policy, and its attitude towards 
the general practitioner has been defined many times. 

The words ‘‘ the place to be ill was the hospital and 
not the home ’’ from an irresponsible person would be 
regarded as utterly absurd, and merely show a maliciously 
biased or uninformed mind, but coming from the repre- 
sentative of the B.M.A. leave us completely nonplussed. 

My subcommittee feel that this is such a grave issue 
that I have been instructed to ask Dr. Macdonald, through 
your columns, to give us his explanation of the whole

ANTE-NATAL EXAMINATIONS IN CHESHIRE 


Str,—About a year ago (Supplement, September 9th, 1933, 
p. 162) I drew attention to the limitation imposed on the 
Winsford ante-natal scheme when it was applied to the 
whole county, in that the fee for examination was only 
payable for those cases referred to a doctor by a midwife. 
Our experience in this connexion in Winsford was interesting. 
During the first five months of the new scheme, although a 
few more cases were ‘‘ wangled,’’ there was actually only 
one case referred to a doctor by a midwife, and she proved 
not pregnant, but to have an ovarian cyst. Whether other 
areas fared any better I do not know. 

Perhaps as a.result of this experience, I am glad to say that 
the restriction has now been removed and other facilities 
given which should make the scheme more efficient and 
acceptable, so I hope that ere long it will become as 
generally useful all over the county as it was commencing 
to be in Winsford before this setback occurred.—I am, ete.,
